After the grand jury had again 
yefused this afternoon to indict 
Bradford Shinkle Jr., 35 Portiand 
place, in the automobile collision in 
which a car driven by Shinkle killed 
Emmett J. O’Brien, city employe, 
assistant Circuit Attorney James 
E. McLaughlin ordered informa- 
tions issued charging Shinkle with 
manslaughter in O’Brien’s death 
and felonious wounding in the case 
of Gus M. Fennerty, another city 
employe, seriously injured in the 
crash, 

The grand jury previously had 
voted a no-true bill in the case 
March 9, but McLaughlin asked for 
reconsideration this afternoon be- 
cause one member of the jury, E. J. 
Wallace, a coal dealer, had not at- 
tended the March 9 session. Mc- 
Laughlin said he did not know how 
the grand jury divided, if it had 
divided, but had in mind the possi- 
bility that Wallace’s vote might re- 
sult in an indictment. Nine votes 
are necessary to return a true bill. 

Wallace’s Statement. 

However, it became apparent be- 
fore Wallace went into the jury 
room that his vote would not 
change the result. 

It's a terrible thing to indict a 
young man, to put the brand of 
Cain on any young man’s brow,” he 
said to reporters before entering 
the grand jury room. “A young 
man never gets over an indictment, 


I don't see why the Circuit At-|M 


torney can't issue an information 
against Shinkle, instead of putting 
the grand jury on the spot. 

“People might forget about an 
information being issued against a 
man, but they never forget an in- 
dictment,” the grand juror added. 

McLaughlin, who did not hear 
Wallace's remarks, went into the 
jury room at 2:10 p. m. with a 
stenographic copy of the testimony 
at the previous hearing, prepared 
to read it to Wallace. He stayed 
in for only five minutes, however, 
then came out. He remained out- 
side for 45 minutes, as the jury re- 
considered the case. A knock 
sounded, the signal for him to re- 
enter. 

Directs Informations, 

When he came out again, the face 
of the prosecutor was grim, 

“The grand jury has reconsidered 
the Shinkle matter and its action 
has not been changed,” he an- 
nounced. Then he turned to George 
McNamee, an investigator for the 
grand jury, and ordered him to 
have the informations drawn up. 
~ It is understood that MeLaughlin 
told the grand jurors that he would 
issue the informations if they re- 
fused to indict Shinkle. 

The effect of Charging Shinkle 
in informations instead of indict- 
ments is one of procedure. Under 
the informations he will receive pre- 
liminary hearings in Court of Grim- 
‘nal Correction to determine if the 
evidence is sufficient to hold him 
for trial on the informations in 
Circuit Court.

three safe deposit boxes, opened 
after his death in 1934, contained a 
total of $59,280. 

The Revenue Bureau contends, in 
one action, Becker owed $5084 for 
1931, 1932; 1933 and 1934 income 
taxes. The bureau seeks also to 
collect $5084 from Mrs. Becker as 
transferee of the assets of her hus- 
band’s estate. 

Two general denials were filed 
today by Mrs. Becker with the 
Board of Tax Appeais. She asked 
the board to set aside the two de- 
ficiency assessments on the ground 
Becker had no taxable income for 
the four years. 

Revenue Bureau’s Charges. 

The Revenue Bureau. or fase 
Becker had a tax liability of $1 
in 1931, $147.36 in 1982, $4,808.73:! 
1933 and $25.21 in 190%, a total of 
$5,084.86, and no tax in

In support of its t for 
income for the four years, the Rev- 
enue Bureau said: 

“A safe deposit box at Central 
Missouri Trust Co., Jefferson City, 
Mo., was rented on March 22, 1927, 
and maintained until May A. 1934. 
The amount of $16,440 found 
in the box is considered to be in- 
come derived ratable over the pe-

“Safe deposit box at Exchange 
National Bank, Jefferson City, Mo., 
was rented on April 30, 1931, and 
maintained until May 21, 1934. 
the case of $12,840 found in the 
box is considered to represent tax- 
able income derived ratable over 
the period of three. years and one 
month. ... 

“A safe deposit box at Mercan- 
tile Home Bank and Trust Com- 
pany, Kansas City, Mo., was rented 
on Feb. 10, 1933 and maintained 
until May 21, 1934. This box was 
entered only two times, which were 
at 9:57 a. m. on April 25, 1933 and 
at 3:53 p. m. on April 25, 1933. In 
view of these facts it appears that 
the $30,000 found in the box repre- 
sents income for the year 1933.” 

Mrs, Becker’s Answer. 

Mrs. Becker said the Revenue 
Bureau failed to show the source of 
the money found in the three boxes, 
or that it did not “represent the 
accumulation of years long prior 
to 1931.” 

Becker was Secretary of State for 
12 years prior to his retirement in 
January, 1933. In 1932 he cam- 
paigned unsuccessfully for the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor. 

A State official's salary is not 
subject to Federal income tax Mrs. 
Becker contended. 

She also contended the Internal 
Revenue Commissioner's notice of 
deficiency, dated Jan. 30, 1937, was 
barred by the statute of limitations.

SANK MERRIMAC 
AT SANTIAGO 


Received Congressional 
Medal of Honor for Feat 
35 Years Later — He 
Was 66 Years Old. 


By the Associated Presa. 

NEW YORK, March 16.— Rear 
Admiral Richmond Pearson Hobson, 
U. S. N., retired, Spanish-American 
War naval hero, died suddenly of a 
heart attack at his home today. 

Death occurred as he was leaving 
for his office. He had dorined his 
hat and coat and was ready to leave 
his house when stricken. He ap- 
parently had been in good health. 

He was 66 years old. 

Hobson’s chief exploit in the 
Spanish-American War, the sinking 
of the collier Merrimac in an at- 
tempt to block the entrance to San- 
tiago Harbor, won him the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor. 

With a crew of seven volunteers 
he ran the collier to the harbor en- 
trance and sunk her. The Spanish 
fleet later steamed around the ob- 
struction and put to sea but was 
sunk by American warships. 

The Merrimac exploit. won him 
national fame but it was not until 
35 years later that he received the 
Congressional Medal for it. 

Presentation of the medal was 


made April 29, 1933, by President 
Roosevelt. 


Sinking of the Merrimac. 


Hobson's citation said he risked 
his life on June 3, 1898, by entering 
the fortified harbor of Santiago, 
Cuba, and sinking the partly dis- 
mantled collier Merrimac in the 
channel under persistent fire from 
the enemy fleet and shore fortifica- 
tions, 

The collier was to be sunk in the 
narrow entrance to the harbor, thus 
obstructing it and preventing the 
escape of the Spaniards. 

The Merrimac steamed into the 
narrow channel under Spanish gun- 
fire. Soon its rudder was shot away, 
making it impossible to swing the 
vessel around and sink her directly 
across the harbor entrance as had 
been planned. 

Under ‘heavy fire from the Span- 
ish ships and shore batteries, she 
continued her course up the chan- 
nel. Alf about her mines and tor- 
pedoes exploded. 

There seemed little hope, but 
Hobson was determined to carry 
out the project. 

Captured .by Spaniards. 

A raft had been brought along to 
carry the men back to the flag- 
ship. He ordered it to be launched, 
fired the explosives which were to 
sink the Merrimac, jumped aboard 
the raft with the crew as the ship 
sank, 


: 


A strong tide prevented their 
reaching the channel. For more 
than an hour the men hung on the 
frail craft, then an enemy boat 
picked them up and took them 
prisoners. 

They were confined four days 
in Morro Castle, later transferred 
to a’ Spanish hospital ship, and on 
July 6 were returned to their own 
lines through an exchange of pris- 
oners effected by Col. John Jacob 
Astor of the American General 
Staff. 

They were exchanged for a Span- 
ish Lieutenant and 14 
men. /

Robinson's declaration was the 
first by an administration leader 
indicating approval of any course 
other than the bill alone. 

Effort to Agree on Amendment. 

Robinson’s statement was issued 
in the midst of an endeavor by sen- 
atorial opponents of the President's 
court proposals to agree on a con- 
stitutional amendment. 

“There is no inconsistency in the 
President’s proposal and in certain 
amendments to the Constitution 
that have been proposed,” Robin- 
son said. 

“Certain amendments would un- 
doubtedly be received by the public 
with favor. These ‘amendments, 
however, do not have direct rela- 
tionship to the increase in the Su- 
preme Court membership which is 
contemplated by th President’s 
plan.” * 

Three Changes Much Discussed. 

Senator Van Nuys (Dem.), Indi- 
ana, a leading opponent of the 
Roosevelt bill, commented: 

“Our quarrel is not with the 
President's basic objectives. It is 
with this specific course he pro- 
poses.” 

He declared opponents on the 
Judiciary Committee—it apparently 
is split, 9 to 9—could get together 
on an amendment.

IN ST, LOUIS AREA DENIED 


Secretary Wallace, However, Ap- 
proves Eliminating Proposed Re- 
duction of 10c a Hundred Pounds.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Sec- 


retary of Agriculture Wallace today 
approved an amendment to the St. 
Louis milk marketing agreement 
eliminating a provision for a reduc- 
tion of 10 cents a hundred pounds 
in the price paid producers during 
the flush production months of 
April, May and June. 

Producers in the St. Louis milk- 
shed at a recent hearing before 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration “officials at St. Louis also 
requested an increase of 35 cents 
a hundred pounds in the minimum 
price for milk used for all purposes. 
The minimum under the agreement 
is $2.10 for Class 1 milk and a 
smaller amount, based on the fluc- 
tuating Chicago butter market for 
Class 2, or all but bottled milk. The 
35-cent increase was not approved. 

Officials at the St. Louis hear- 
ing said producers.testified that the 
seasonal reduction in price would 
make dairy farming unprofitable 
because of high feed prices caused 
by last summer’s drouth.

BROOKLYN POLICE BREAK UP

AT 50 MILES AN HOUR

Republican Mayoralty Can- 


didate Speaks to Two} 


Rallies of About 300 
Persons Each. 


Oliver T. Remmers, Republican 
nominee fer Mayor, opened his cam- 
paign for election last night with 
two speeches in which he charged 
that lack of proper enforcement of 
the city drivers’ license law was a 
prime factor in the collision at Lin- 


dell boulevard and Boyle avenue 
Feb. 25 in which a car driven by 
Bradford Shinkle Jr., of 35 Portland 
place, son of a wealthy shoe man- 
ufacturer, killed one city employe 
and seriously injured another. 

Remmers pointed out that if 
Shinkle’s driver’s license had been 
revoked last November when his 
car was involved in another colli- 
sion, injuring a young woman, 
Shinkle would not have been driv- 
ing at the time of the more recent 
accident. 

Criticises the Mayor. 

“The Mayor is whining because 
he is receiving letters criticising 
the administration for the unsavory 
status of the Shinkle case,” ‘said 
Remmers. “The dministration 
should rightly be Friticised. The 
Mayor cannot shift the responsi- 
bility to Circuit Agtorney Franklin 
Miller or to the/grand jury. Here 


chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee, and the city’s legislative 
lobbyist, caused the State Drivers’ 
License bill to be defeated in the 
Legislature so that the Mayor could 
get a city license law and have his 
administration in charge of collect- 
ing the fees from the automobile 
drivers of this city. 

“What happened? The City 
License Department was organized 
and Pat Dunleavy, recently convict- 
ed by a jury for fraudulent voting, 
was placed in charge. We find 
that the traffic division of the city 
has, 62 employes, of which 19 are 
traffic regulation inspectors, three 
are chief inspectors, and 16 are just 
ordinary inspectors. Why all these 
employes when we have an efficient 
Police Department to regulate traf- 
fic? The answer is that the Mayor 
could control the appointment of 
traffic inspectors and would have 
nothing to do with the appointment 
of the 90 additional policemen that 
we could have for the $200,000 a 
year it is costing for the traffic 
division.” 

30-Mile Speed Limit. 

Remmers recalled, with evident 
sarcasm, that the Mayor “was pi- 
ously issuing statements urging the 
citizens to be safety-minded and 
preaching that the 30-mile speed 
limit should be enforced.” 

“Like a feudal baron,” said Rem- 
mers, “our Mayor seems to exempt 
himself from his own edicts. He 
drives through the streets of the 
city, with State license No. 3 and 
police insignia on his car, with the 
siren wide open, at 50 miles an 
hour. No. 30-mile limit for the 
baron! 

“Now we come to young Shinkle, 
arrested three times for speeding 
and twice for ignoring traffic sig- 
nals. The citizens would like to 
know why young Shinkle had a 
driver’s license, or is he one of the 
117,000 unlicensed drivers that the 
62 employes in the City Traffic Di- 
vision cannot find? If he did have 
a license, why wasn't it revoked 
under the provisions of the drivers’ 
license law?! Had Shinkles li- 
cense been revoked, two tragic ac- 
cidents might have been averted. 

“Let the Mayor answer these 
questions—has the unwarranted le- 
nience shown young Shinkle any 
connection with the fact that Brad- 
ford Shinkle Sr., his father, is one 
of the Mayor’s prominent indorsers? 
Has the employment by young 


Shinkle of Dewey Godfrey, a mem-

‘SOUGHT IN WALSH 
Mita BOOKS 


Bookkeeper Says Late Elias 
J. Perry Had Credit in 
That Amount; Public Ad- 
ministrator Wants lt. 


The inquiry into the tangled af- 
fairs of the seven real-estate corpo- 
rations controlled by Alphonse J. 
Walsh and Malcolm McMenamy, 
who are under charges of embez- 
zlement, turned today to their deal- 
ings with Elias J. Perry, aged ec- 
centric, who was supported for 
some yéars before his death last 
August by funds he had invested 
with the Walsh and McMenamy 
firms. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney James 
E. McLaughiin told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he had been informed by 
J. A. Valentine Schmidt, bookkeeper 
for the Walsh-McMenamy business, 
that Perry had $23,800 to his credit

Questioned by Robert J. Calla- 
han, attorney for Dr. Adolph Due- 
ber, who caused the arrest of Walsh 
and McMenamy on embezzlement 
warrants and filed two receivership 
suits against their companies, 
Schmidt was not asked about the 
Perry matter. 

He testified his books were “a 

mess” and said many times, 


in recent months he had asked 


Walsh or McMenamy to go over the 
books with him and . straighten 
them out. They paid no heed to 
his requests, Schmidt said. 

No Money on Hand. 

The business has no mohey on 
hand, Schmidt testified, adding 
that as soon as any came in, Walsh 
or McMenamy had taken it out. 
He estimated that the companies 
owned about 10 pieces of real es- 
tate with a total value of about 
$75,000, all of which were mort- 
gaged. He was unable to estimate 
their total debts. The business, he 
said, owes its customers for rents 
collected in their behalf, owes back 
taxes for five or six years, and has 
other obligations. 

The deposition was cut short in 
deference to Jacob Lashly, attor- 
ney, who appeared informally ih 
behalf of Walsh. Lashly said he 
had not been retained as counsel, 
but had been requested by a rela- 
tive of Walsh to look after his in- 
terests. Schmidt is to be ques- 
tioned further when Walsh and 
McMenamy have been gien oppor- 


| tunity to arrange to be represented 


by counsel. 
Weekly Payments Made to Perry. 

Perry, a retired gardener who 
was 93 years old when he died, had 
lived gince 1924 at the home of 
Mrs. Margaret Devoto, 5312 Union 
boulevard. Until about a month 
before Perry’s death, Mrs. Devoto 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter, she 
had received rogular payments 
from the John McMenamy Invest- 
ment & Real Estate Co. for Perry’s 
support. These payments, she said, 
were at first $15 a week and later 
were increased to $25. 

Perry had been taken to her 
home, Mrs. Devoto said, by Walsh, 
when she answered a newspaper 
advertisement seeking room and 
board for an elderly man. She 
gained the impression that Perry 
had considerable wealth, she said, 
and he seemed to be able to get 
money from Walsh whenever he 
had need of it. 

Perry, who was quarrelsome and 
miserly, repeatedly told her he had 
no money, Mrs. Devoto said, but 


once showed her a bank book in 


whieh about $900 was deposited to 
his credit. 
His only near relatives in St. 
Louis are Miss Kate Burns, who is 
employed in the Coroner’s office, 
and Mrs. Mary Cunningham, 5036 
Lotus avenue, nieces by marriage. 
Mrs. Cunningham said a friend 
of Perry had once told her that he 


his estate to the Little Sisters of 
the Poor. As Mrs. Cunningham un- 
derstood it, the will contained a 
bequest of $1000 to her, and another 
of $5000 to a nephew of Perry in. 
England, Richard Dillon. 

Neither Mrs. Cunningham nor 
Miss Burns knows what remained 
of Perry's estate at the time of his 
death. It was at Miss Burns’ re- 
quest that Public Administrator 
Madden assumed administration of 
the estate. 

Lot Purchasers’ Complaint. 

Another instance in which pur- 
chasers of lots in Eleanor Park, 
undeveloped St. Louls County sub- 
division, were unable to obtain title 
after completing payments to the 
McMenamy firm came to the at- 
tention of the Circuit Attorney to- 
day. 

Mr. and Mrs. Sam Borsanti, 1437 
Arlington avenue, reported they 
completed payments last Novem- 
ber. As in similar deals previously 
described in the Post-Dispatch, Mr. 
and Mrs. Borsanti originally con- 
tracted to buy the lot from the 
Homesite Investment Co,, and made 
later payments to the McMenamy 
concern. The purchase price was 
stated to be $1050, against which 
they received credit for $410 on a 
“free” lot which had been “award- 
ed” to them. The balance of $640, 
they said, was paid at the rate of 
$10 a month. | 

Claim of Another Esvate. 

The claim of another estate 
against the John McMenamy In- 
vestment & Real Estate Co. be- 
came known yesterday with the fil- 
ing in Probate Court of an inven- 
tory of the estate of Mrs. Hannah

He said independent con- 
cerns were withdrawing their cabs. 

About 70 Red Cab employes be- 
long to the Teamsters’ and Chauf- 
feurs’ local, No. 20, of the American 
Federation of Labor, and Frank 
Lockard, a company officer, has 
signified willingness to meet with 
them, Smith said. He said the oth- 
ers do not belong to any union, but 
had appointed a tentative group 
and had drawn up undisclosed pro- 
posals not yet presented to the man- 
agement of Yellow and Knight, op- 
erated by the same concern.

Sandusky Strike Settled. 
About 50 members of the United 
Automobile Workers of America re- 
turned to work after arbitration of 
differences, ending a sit-down at the 
Brightman Nut & Manufacturing 
Co., Sandusky. 

James Pascoe of Mansfield, a C I 
O organizer, and John Keller, vice- 
president of the Lima Central La- 
bor Union, reported after a meeting 
of employes of the Tripplet Electric 
Instrument Co. and Readrite Meter 
at Bluffton that the men 
voted to seek recognition as a unit 
of the United Electrical and Radio 
Workers. 

Pascoe said the workers at the 
concerns, which closed their doors 
yesterday to about 300 employes, 
had framed drawn-up wage and col- 
lective bargaining proposals, but 
were unable to reach officers. 

The plants had issued a. state- 
ment that they “now face a labor 
disturbance among their employes, 
fostered by outside organizers and 
sympathizers.” 

A conference on the strike at the 
Firestone Tire & Rubber Co. at Ak- 
ron was adjourned after four hours 
with no statement by either company 
officers or representatives of the 
United Rubber Workers’ Union, 
which says it has 8000 members 
among the 11,500 idle in the dis- 
pute, begun two weeks ago. 

The rubber workers have asked 
for a closed shop and abolition of 
the Firestone employe conference 
plan. There was no statement as 
to when the meetings would be re- 
sumed. 

Sit-Down in Leather Plant. 

A sit-down hampered operations 
at the Ohio Leather Co. at Girard, 
near Youngstown. An employe 
spokesman said the workers, by a 
vote of 320 to 2, favored a strike for 
a 15-cent increase for labor and 
10 cents for skilled workers. 

Hearings were continued at Co- 
lumbus on the Typographical Un- 
ion’s effort to prevent revocation of 
the Columbus Federation of Labor’s 
charter by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. The A. F. of L. ac- 
tion was taken on the ground that 
local union officers had indorsed 
the activities of John L. Lewis and 
his Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization in the General Motors 
strike. 

Executive Board members of the 
United Automobile Workers met at 
Cleveland to “consolidate gains and 
prepare plans for the future.”

PROMOTER LOSES PLE

Simon DeBartas to Be Tried in 
St. Louis on Embezzle- 
ment Charge. 


Simon DeBartas, former St. Louis 
real estate promoter who has been 


a fugitive for more than six years 
on a warrant issued here charg- 
ing him with embezzlement of two 
deeds of trust for $12,000, lost his 
fight yesterday to escape extradi- 
tion from Illinois to Missouri when 
the United States Supreme Court 
refused to review a judgment 
him by the Illinois Su- 
preme Court. - 

The warrant was issued by the 
Circuit Attorney’s office Dec. 2, 
1930, on complaint of Mrs. Hen- 
rietta E. M. Kring, wife of a drug- 
gist, 3448 Chippewa street. She 
declared, according to Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Herman D. Olian, 
that DeBartas, who operated the 
Ozark Land & Development Co. 
with offices in the Planters Build- 
ing, had sold her for $5000 Ozark 
land which she discovered to be 
worth only about $300. When she. 
asked for her money back, De- 
Bartas at first asked her to put 
up more cash, then asked her to 
let him take the two deeds of 
trust, for $7500 and $4500, which 
she owned on St. Louis property, 
so he could investigate the titles, 
she said. She did so, and he dis- 
posed of them without her consent 
and did not pay for them, she 
charged. 

When police sought to arrest De- 
Bartas, they found he had disap- 

Mrs. Kring employed pri- 
vate detectives who finally traced 
him to Chicago and obtained his 
arrest there July 23, 1935. 

Gov. Horner of Illinois issued a 
requisition Sept. 6, 1935, but De- 
Bartas applied for a writ of habeas 
corpus in Chicago and obtained 
his rélease on bond, He lost the 
habeas corpus hearing, appealed to 
the Illinois Supreme Court, and lost 
there last month. He then obtained 
a stay to allow him to ask the 
United States Supreme Court to 
review the case. His contention 
was that he was illegally in the cus- 
tody of the Cook County sheriff be- 
cause more than six months elapsed 
between his arrest and the day he 
was taken into custody by the 
sheriff for delivery to St. Louis of- 
ficials. . 

Olian, who hac made several trips 
to Chicago and Springfield, II., in 
attempting to get DeBartas’ ex- 
tradition, said a detective will be 
sent immediately to bring DeBar- 
tas back here to face trial,

Hitler's Right-Hand Man Calls Down Woe 
on Those Who Hope “to Overpower 
Germany by Assassination.”

“woe” today on the heads of those 
who “believe, perhaps as a last re- 
sort, that they can overpower Ger- 
many by murder or cowardly assas- 
sinations.” 

In a rearmament day speech he 
warned “all” at home against 
“playing witb fire.” 

The refererice was not contained 
in the published version of Gen. 
Goering’s speech, but the Propa- 
ganda Ministry acknowledged he 
had said it. The ministry said the 
phrase was merely an impulsive 
outburst against Communists and 
denied it had any special signif- 
icance. In some quarters, however, 
the speech was taken to indicate 
the Government might have knowl- 
edge of some attempt on the lives 
of Nazi leaders, 

A stenographic transcript showed 
Gen. Goering said: 


“Let all those who believe, per- 
haps as a last resort, that they can 


overpower Germany by murder or 
cowardly 


assassinations, be told that 
in such a case, too, the ardent love 
of the whole people will form a most 
secure wall around der Fuehrer 
and his trusted followers. 


’ “Woe to him who there playa’ 


with fire! Not only he, not only a 
number—all those who are of this 
view and this spirit will burn to 
cinders!” . 

Gen. Goering. Reichsfuehrer Hit- 
ler’s right-hand man, spoke for only 
17 minutes in commemoration of 
the second anniversary of Hitler’s 
reintroduction of conscription, in 
renunciation of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, March 16, 1935. * 

He not only warned Germany's 
foreign foes that they would find 
Germany prepared, but he shouted: 
“Woe to anyone at home who tries 
to undermine this staté!”

Premier Sleeps 250 Miles In- 
land in Libya After Dedi- 
cating Triumphal Arch.

SIRTE DESERT, Libya, via Field 
Wireless to Rome, March 16.—Pre- 
mier Benito Mussolini, driving 250 
miles into the heart of the desert, 
last night. dedicated a triumphal 
arch commemorating the modern 
Italian empire. 

Thousands of Arabs drove their 
flocks of tens of thousands of sheep 
across the desert sands to attend 


the ceremony. 

Mussolini first walked under the 
arch and then drove beneath it in 
the glare of floodlights. 

The arch, constructed of traver- 
tine marble from Italy, is 100 feet 
high and from the top affords a 
view of the desert for 20 miles

SPANISH ENVOY PROTESTS 
TO U. S. AGAINST ITALY 


Bases Appeal on Kellogg Pact; Says 
Invasion Is Contributing to 


Destruction of This Country. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, March 16. — The 
Spanish Embassy said last night 
Ambassador De Los Rios bad trans- 
mitted to Secretary of State Hull a 
note protesting against what he 
termed the “invasion” of Spain by 
Italian troops. 


The Ambassador declared they 
were “contributing to the material 


‘and moral destruction of Spain.” 


Embassy attaches said the Am- 
bassador thought. that his coun- 
try’s appeal to the universal con- 
science is particularly justified in 
the United States, since this nation 
originated the Kellogg pact to 
which Spain adhered.” 

The Ambassador’s note pointed 
out “the grave character” of the in- 
vasion, “the nullifying effect on the 
juridical forms in international life, 
and the moral wrecking of that in- 
stitution which was created by more 
than 50 nations for their mutual se- 
curity—an institution which is suf- 
fering from muteness.” (The League 
of Nations.) 

“The Spanish Government ap- 
peals to the conscience of all gov- 
ernment heads and of all nations 
which are convinced of the neces- 
sity for a minimum of justice, and 
desire to bridle the unruliness of 
some governments who have adopt- 
ed outrage and violence as their pol- 
icy in international relations.” 

“Those governments when using 
such policies acquire a historical 
character as public enemies of uni- 
versal peace.” 


MINING BOOM CAUSES STIR 
ON MANILA’S WALL STREET 


City Which Had One Stock Ex- 
change Now Has Three; 3,000,000- 
Share Turnover. 

By the Associated Press. 

March 16.—Although 
the Philippines mining boom has 
sent thousands digging for gold, 
chromite, copper, magnesium, iron 
and lead, its bonanza-like aspects 
have been more noticeable on the 
Escolta, Manila’s “Wall street,” than 
in the fields. 

When the boom started, Manila 
had only one stock exchange. Today 
it has three, and the total turnover 
ranges from 3,000,000 to 9,000,000 
shares a day. 

Most of the new mining shares 
have a par value of one centavo 
(less than one-half cent United 
States money). 

Activity has been so intense that 
in at least one province the mining 
leases on file cover more land than 
the total provincial area. 

Investors have poured between 
$20,000,000 and $30,000,000 into new 
companies—mining, mine promotion 
and mine management, as well as 
sidelines of the industry. Filipinos 
put up most of the cash, but a size- 
able amount has come from Ameri- 
cans and other foreigners. 

There are between 50 and 60 old 
established mining companies and 
about 50 promotion concerns. About 
300 new companies have started 
since the boom got under, way. 
None of the new firms is producing 
as yet.

Chairman Eccles Says: This 
Should Be Accomplished, 


Even If Higher Taxes’ 


Are Necessary. 

By the Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, March 16.— 
Marriner S. Eccles, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, proposed 
last night that taxes on incomes 
and profits be increased if neces- 
sary to balance the budget prompt- 
ly and prevent monetary inflation. 

He made the proposal in a public 
statement pledging continuation of 
the board’s “easy money” policy. 

Eccles said that an upward spiral 
carrying wages and prices to in- 
flationary price levels could be as 
disastrous as the downward spiral 
of deflation. But tight money and 
higher interest rates were not the 
remedy, he added. 

Eccles said he issued the state- 
ment to correct erroneous interpre- 
tations of his position on credit and 
monetary policies. Other officials 
recalled that Federal Reserve 
spokesmen had attributed a slump 
in Government bonds, which began 
last Friday, to rumors that the 
board planned to tighten money. 

Comment by Congress Leaders. 

Some members of Congress had 
asserted there was no possibility of 
major tax legislation at this session. 
Treasury and congressional leaders 
predicted after a White House con- 
ference last August that taxes 
would not be increased. 

“Let's go slow about increasing 
taxes,” said Senator Robinson, the 
Democratic leader, when informed 
of Eccles’ stand. 

Speaker Bankhead said he was 
“not flushed with enthusiasm.” 1 
think that would be the sentiment 
of the House at this time. That's a 
short and simple word that folks 
don’t like—T-A-X,” he said. 

Representative Vinson (Dem.), 
Kentucky, member of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, said 
“I think we have plenty of taxes 
now.” : 

Representative Treadway (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, ranking minority 
member of the Ways and Means 
Committee, said: 

“It would be absolute confisca- 
tion pf the property of the people, 
In view of the extravagance of the 
administration, to think of bal- 
ancing the budget now through 
higher taxes.”

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, a leader of the currency ex- 
pansion group, took issue with 
Eccles, but on a different ground. 

“We can balance the budget any 
time they raise the general price 
level enough for people to make 
some money,” he said. 

Text of Statement. 

The text of the ‘statement 
Eccles follows: - 

“I wish to correct erroneous in- 
terpretations which have been cir- 
culated with reference to my posi- 
tion on credit and monetary 
policies. 

“I have been and still am an ad- 
vocate of an easy money policy 
and, expect to continue to be an 
advocate of such a pdlicy so long 
as there are large numbers of 
people who are unable to find em- 
ployment in private industry, which 
means that the full productive 
capacity of the nation is not being 
utilized. Under such conditions, to 
restrict the available supply of 
capital and thus to make it dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to employ 
these people would not only be anti- 
social but uneconomic. 

“I do not believe that sharp price

In appointing Joseph P. Kennedy as head of the

The House passed enabling legis- 
lation for the purpose without de- 
bate, but Senate approval of a dif- 
ferent bill prevented final congres- 
sional action. 
A dispute over the former Treas- 


ury Secretary’s 1931 income tax, 
now pending in the Board of Tax 
Appeals, was injected into the Sen- 
ate discussion by Senator La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin, who urged an 
amendment to provide for “public 
instead of private control” of the 
art gallery. 

Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, of the Public Buildings and 
Grounds Committee suggested that 
La Follette “just wants to kick Mr. 
Mellon around,” and demanded 
“what’s the tax situation got to do 
with this?” 

Told by Robinson, of Arkansas, 
the Democratic leader, that “it’s up 
to us either to accept or reject this 
gift,” the Senate rejected amend- 
ments offered by La Follette, 
O'Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming; 
Pepper (Dem.), Florida, and others. 

It accepted an amendment by 
Borah (Rep.), Idaho, stipulating 


in the gallery should be exhibited 
without admission charges. Ad- 
ministration spokesmen predicted 
House adoption of the amended 
Senate legislation. 

The proposed gift approximates 
$65,000,000 in value, the Senate com- 
mittee estimated.

DR. W. L. BRYAN RETIRES 


AS INDIANA U. PRESIDENT | 


Made President Emeritus at Age 
of 76; Graduated From Insti- 
tution in 1884.

BLOOMINGTON, Ind., March 16. 
—William Lowe Bryan, for 35 years 
president of Indiana University, his 
alma mater, resigned here late yes- 
terday. His resignation was ac- 
cepted, “with profound regret,” by 
the board of trustees.

President Bryan requested that 
his “service may close at the early 
convenience of the board of trus- 
tees.” He gave no specific reason 
for his retirement.

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BAR COMMITTEE 
SAYS POLITICIANS 
NOMINATE JUDGES 


Declares in Report That Ju- 
dicial Primary Does Not 
Work Here—Cites ‘‘Dis- 
tressing Situation.” 


‘NO SELECTIONS 
BY THE VOTERS’

It Is Pointed Out That It Is 
Possible for Small Group 
of Committeemen to 
Make Choices. 


Judges and prosecuting officers 
in St. Louis are not selected by the 
voters but by party committeemen, 
the Judicial Candidates Committee 
of the St. Louis Bar Association de-: 
clared in a report read by Daniel 
Bartlett, chairman of the commit- 
tee, at a meeting of the association 
at Hotel Chase last night. 

Acknowledging weaknesses in the 
Bar Association’s plan of recom- 
mending judicial candidates to the 
voters, the report said, however, 
that the primary election of last 
August was “so tainted with fraud” 
that only a recount of the entire 
vote of the city would demonstrate 
what candidates received the great- 
est vote and the extent to which 
voters were influenced by recom- 
mendations of the association. 

“It is now a matter of public 
knowledge,” the report continued, 
„that the primary election was con- 
ducted in such a manner as to 
prevent the voters from, selecting 
the candidates of their respective 

ies. 

“The distressing situation in St. 
Louis is that we do not have pop- 
ular election of judges despite stat- 
utory provisions to the contrary. 
The voters do not select by their 
ballot our judges and prosecuting 
officers. These selections are made 
by party committeemen. It is pos- 
sible, through combinations of ‘de- 
liverable’ wards, for a small group 
of committeemen to choose our 
judges and prosecutors.” 

Duty of Bar Association. — 

Therefore, the report concluded, 
ft is the duty of the Bar Associa- 
tion to continue to promote fur- 
ther efforts toward devising the 
fairest and most thorough means 
of determining the best qualified 
judicial and prosecuting candidates 
and of recommending them to 
voters.

(This was in refer- 
ence to the fact he had started to 
speak from a side section and the 
demonstrators had demanded he go 
to the microphone.) 

“This protest of mine the other 
day was no novelty,” he said, adding 
that he had said similar 
about Hitler often before. “And I 
expect to continue to say the same 
thing and I hope necessity (for say- 
ing it) will be but a short time. 

Mayor Uses a German Word. 

“Don’t worry what Mr. Hitler may 
say. Pay no attention because the 
opinion of the world is that Adolf 
Hitler is not personally satisfak- 
tionsfahig.” 

This German word, which many 
appeared not to have caught, was 
said by several persons standing 
close to the rostrum to mean Hit- 
ler was not worth meeting on the 
field of honor. 

John L. Lewis, the labor leader, 
another speaker, said in his ad- 
dress that Germany had “reverted 
to the middle ages,” and its work- 
ers had been degraded almost to 
serfdom.” 

Johnson said in the course of his 
speech: “Adolf Hitler and his im- 
mediate staff of Nazi pathics have 
become a sort of monster, threaten- 
ing the peace of the world.” From 
his prepared text Johnson dropped 
an assertion following next in se- 
quence that Hitler and his asso- 
ciates menaced peace “only a little 
more than Stalin and his crew of 
primitives.” 

He also omitted thereafter vir- 
tually all denunciations of Stalin, 
the Soviet and Communism which 
he had made in the original text. 

There was, he asserted, “a paid 
Nazi propaganda in progress here. 
The whole mess of dirty intrigue 
and attempted seduction of Amer- 
ican citizenship doesn’t yet amount 
to anything.” 

“Astride Neck of the People.” 

He spoke of German products of 
“kindness and gentleness,” and add- 
ed nothing “so good and so’ beauti- 
ful could possibly come from a com- 
mon parentage with anything so 
cruelly vile as the crew that now 
sits in the Kaiser’s seat astride the 
neck of the German people.” 

“There is no great difference,” 
Johnson said, “between the total- 
itarian state of Hitler and the em- 
pire of the Kaiser, except the cut 
of the mustache of supreme author- 
ity.” 

“This country,” he said, does not 
presume to tell other peoples how 
they should be governed, but we 
have a right to stand here on our 
shores and tell other peoples how 
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“Toward this end, it calls. upon 
the American people to unite in the 
isolation of Naziism by refusing in- 
dividually to purchase the products 
and services of Nazi Germany and 
collectively to prevent the extension 
of further financial] credits to the 
Nazi regime.”

Justice Roberts wrote the minor- 
ity opinion, which had the approval 
of Justice Brandeis. This opinion 
held that since the municipal water- 
works employe performed duties ex- 
actly similar to those of an employe 
of a private waterworks corpora- 
tion, it was “essentially unfair” to 
exempt him from the Federal in- 
come tax. 

Lower Court Upheld Tax. 

The case decided by the court was 
brought by William W. Brush, chief 
engineer of the New York City Bu- 
reau of Water Supply, who in 1931 
received an annual salary of $14,- 
000. 

The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue assessed a deficiency tax 
of $257.27 against this income, and 
this, tax was sustained by the Fed- 
eral Board of Tax Appeals.

25,000 Alabama Steel Workers Get 
Wage Increases.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 16. 
—Pay increases for 25,000 Alabama 
steel workers went into effect to- 
day with steel and iron production 
in the South at the highest levels 
since 1929. 

A new open hearth furnace be- 
gan operation at the Ensley works 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Co., United States Steel 
subsidiary, to increase steel ingot 
output in this district to 80 per cent 
of capacity. In 19 of the areas 24 
open hearths are in use, a figure 
near the peak of productien, since 
frequent adjustments make contin- 
ous operation an impossibility. 

Steel production is estimated at 
about 40,000 tons a week .and is ex- 
pected to reach 2,000,000 tons dur- 
ing 1937, or virtually 95 per cent 
of rated capacity, if demand con- 
tinues at its present rate.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 16.— 
The civil list bill, carrying proposed 
appropriations from State general 
revenue totaling $7,326,154, was per-

The measure includes appropria-

Caldwell said he was not opposed 
to construction of an office build- 
ing, but pointed out the appropria- 
tion section made no provision for a 
site, did not provide where the 
building was to be erected, and that 
no plans had been prepared on 
which a cost estimate could be 
based. 

Representative Weakley of Pike 
County joined in support of the re- 
reference motion, declaring the bill 
carried increases for a number of 
departments and that the necessity 
for these increases had not been 
fully explained. “The House needs 
more information on these matters,” 
Weakley said, “and that informa- 
tion can be obtained more easily in 
committee, by calling in these offi- 
cials, than it can be obtained on the 
floor of the House. I do not feel 
that we should allow the elective 
State officials to write their own 
ticket on their appropriations, with- 
out any explanation.” 

In opposing the motion, Repre- 
sentative T. A. Shockley of Pulaski 
County said, Let's send the bill on 
over to the Senate—they can fix it 
up—and then these matters can be 
worked out in a conference com- 
mittee.“ 

This suggestion drew fire from 
Representative Smith of Buchanan 
County, who said that if the House 
were to pass bills in that manner, 
with so little consideration, and then 
drop them in the lap of the Senate 
to be “fixed up,” the House might 
as well disband.

PEIPING, China, March 16.—Un- 
confirmed reports from the North 
reached here today that a new na- 
tion “similar to Manchoukuo” had 
been carved out of Chinese terri- 
tory and had proclaimed its inde- 
pendence. 

Missionaries stationed north of 
Kalgan reported the Mongols had 
given the new state in Northern 
Charhar province the name Mon- 
gokuo, 

The territory embraced by Mongo- 
kuo, according to these unverified 
reports, was roughly of the size of 
the State of Ohio, bounded on the 
west by Suiyuan province, on the 
north by Outer-Mongolia, on the 
east by Jehol and on the south by 
the Great Wall. The capital of the 
area was reported to have been set 
up at Chapser. 

Leaders of the asserted independ- 
ence movement were not yet clearly 
known although the Mongol Prince 
Ten Wang, who the National Gov- 
ernment has charged is under Jap- 
anese influence, was thought to be 
taking a leading role. Associated 
with him, the reports said, were 
about 100 assistants charged with 
carrying, out the administrative or- 
ganization. 

Many Japanese advisérs, it was 
understood here, have been attached 
to the new administration. 

A tariff schedule was said to have 
already been prepared and printed, 
and collection of customs was under 
way on merchandise entering the 
area. 

What relation the reported recent 
departure of Japanese military ad- 
visers from Chahar province had 
with the reported establishment of 
Mongokuo was not clear, but the 
opinion was widely expressed here 
they helped to get the move- 
ment under way and then left the 
area just before the news was dis- 
closed.

tain groups both in industry and 
organized labor. These conditions 
have in turn led to speculative 
security and commodity buying 
which serves to accelerate the price 
advances. 

For Increased Production. 

“Money must be used as the serv- 
ant to increase production and em- 
ployment at home and not to re- 
strict employment and production 
at a time when the national income 
is still many billions below what it 
has been in the past and many 
more billions short of what it could 
and should be in the future. There- 
fore, other means than a restrictive 
money policy must be used under 
present conditions to control un- 
warranted price advances which 
result in the rise of the cost of liv- 
ing. 
“The way to control unjustifiable 
price advances is by increasing pro- 
duction. This can be done so long 
as there is idle labor willing to 
work, so long as there are unused 
natural resources and an abun- 
dance of money at reasonable rates. 
All three of these conditions are 
present at this time. 

“With reference to the volume of 
money, after the full increase in 
reserve requirements goes into ef- 
fect on May 1, there will be more 
bank deposits and currency.in cir- 
culation by fully two billion dol- 
lars than at the peak of 1928 and 
1929. There will also be excess 
reserves upon which billions of 
further credit can be extended by 
the banks without the need for 
borrowing from the Federal Re- 
serve Banks. In other words, the 
supply of money to finance in- 
creased production at low rates is 
ample. Furthermore, with the 
ample reserves of the Federal Re- 
serve Banks; additional supplies of 
money can be made available when 
needed to finance expanded produc- 
tion at reasonable rates by the pur- 
chase of Government securities in 
the open market. At the same 
time, the Reserve system has in- 
struments for controlling directly 
the diversion of bank credit into 
security speculation. 

“With reference to labor, nu- 
merically there are still millions of 
unemployed people able and willing 
to work and several millions more 
engaged on public works who could 
be diverted from public to private 
payrolis, But there is approaching 
a special problem of skilled labor 
shortage developing in certain 
fields., This situation should be 
anticipated and met as rapidly as it 
develops by releasing skilled 
workers from public to private em- 
ployment and by vocational and in- 
creased apprenticeship training. 
“Finally, there was not at the 
peak of 1929 and there is not now 
any lack of raw materials and nat- 
ural resorces to furnish the means 
of production. 

“Under such conditions; the coun- 


form of housing, clothing and 
other goods necessary to main- 
and the 


creasing production per capita and 
represent a better distribution of 
the profits of industry. When they 
retard and restrict production and 
cause price inflation, they result in 
throwing the buying power of the 
various groups in the entire 
economy out of balance, working a 
particular hardship upon agricul- 
ture, the unorganized workers, the 
recipients of fixed incomes and all 
consumers. The upward spiral of 
wages and prices into inflationary 
price levels N be as disastrous as 
the downward spiral of deflation. 
If such conditions develop, the Gov- 
ernment should intervene in the 
public interest by taking such ac- 
tion as is necessary to correct the 
abuses. 

“The remedy for a price inflation 
when the country has unused man 
power, natural resources and 
capital, is through more, not less 
production, through an orderly, 
balanced use of these three funda- 
mental factors and not by creating 
a needless, artificial shortage of 
any one of them. 

Function of Monetary Authorities. 

“What, then, is the function of 

the monetary authorities of the 
Government? It is to help bring 
about .and maintain the essential 
element of an adequate supply of 
funds at reasonable rates to call 
forth and facilitate production and 
distribution. 
A policy of easy money in order 
to make available an adequate sup- 
ply of capital at reasonable rates 
cannot, however, of itself succeed 
in maintaining a stable economy. 
The Federal Reserve system, which 
is an arm of the Government, is 
powerless to maintain a stable 
economy unless other essential non- 
monetary factors necesssary to 
stability are brought into line either 
by private interests or by the Gov- 
ernment. 

“The Federal Reserve system has 
exerted the greatest possible influ- 
ence to bring about and maintain 
easy money conditions as a neces- 
sary integral part of the recovery 
movement. An ample supply of 
funds at reasonable rates exists and 
will -exist after the increased re- 
serve requirements take full effect 
on May 1. So far as I am con- 
cerned, I am convinced that such 
a supply of funds should continue 
to be made available at rates that 
will encourage full recovery and 
help to maintain it. 


For Increased Taxes. 

“Under present conditions of an 
accelerating recovery, a continued 
easy money policy to be success- 
ful in achieving and maintaining 
a balanced recovery must be ac- 
companied by a public balancing of 
the Federal budget and the subse- 
quent retirement of public debt by 
the Government in relationship to 
the expansion of private credit. I 
have not been and I am not now 
in favor of balancing the budget at 
the expense of the destitute and 
the unemployed who are unable to 
find private but I am 
in favor of increasing taxes on 
incomes and profits if necessary to 
sustain the volume of relief and at 
the same time bring the budget 
into balance and permit the paying 
down of public debt as private 


power would, in turn, result in 
increasing the already large volume 
of unemployment which would 
have to be supported out of public 
funds and in a decrease in the na- 
tional income, with the consequence 
that the budget would be thrown 
hopelessly out of balance. 

“The remedy lies not in a re 
strictive monetary policy, but in 
vigorous Government intervention 
with all the powers at its command 
to deal directly with the causes 
that might endanger the progress 
of. a stable and enduring recovery. 

“With reference to these broad

NEW YORK, March 15. 

T seems that your good old Uncle 

Samuel is now an out-and-out 

rum seller. For several years he 
has been brewing up great pots of 
rum in the Virgin Islands, and this 
rum is about to de put on the mar- 
ket undeg the title of Government 
House rum, through the agency of 
a New York firm. 

The first shipment of 50,000 cases 
is due to arrive in New York in 
April. It will retail at $1.95 per 
fifth of a gallon, a price that seems 
reasonable enough. It places rum 
within the reach of rich and poor 
alike. 

The rum was distilled by the Vir- 
gin Islands Co., which is described 
as “a Virgin Islands Government 
corporation,” and we find as chair- 
man of the board, none other than 
the volatile Mr. Harold Ickes, Secre- 
tary of the Interior. 

However, you must not infer that 
Mr. Ickes is going to put on an 
apron, and personaliy deal the rum 
across the mahogany. He merely 
represents your Uncle Samuel in 
the cooking of the rum. We do not 
know that Mr. Ickes will even drink 


any of the rum. 


RUM IS SOMETHING you are 
supposed to use with a little discre- 
tion. You cannot d rum with 
the game informality that you would 
lager beer. Your Uncle Samuel's 
rum agent is good enough to print 
on the bottle labels directions how 
to handle Government House rum, 
indi¢ating the advisability of small 
quantities, 

The agent suggests dilution of the 
rum with seltzer, and vermouth, and 
sugar, and citrus juices, and other 
ingredients that eventually har- 
monize into such things as “Rum 
Collins” and “Rum Manhattan” and 
“Planters Punch.” Properly ar- 
ranged, a rum drink can be made 80 
that you scarcely notice the rum. 

Straight rum is only for persons 
who have mattresses on their chests. 
The way to learn to drink straight 
rum is to practice on tabasco sauce. 
Three fingers of straight rum will 
break your legs, unless you are ac- 
customed to it. We do not care 
whether it is your Uncle Samuel’s 
rum, or somebody’s else. The rec- 
ord in the old days for drinking 
straight rum, as we remember, was 
six drinks, and a reach. This record 
may have been improved since then, 
but we doubt it. 


WE REGRET to note that in 
his list of recipes for making rum 
partially harmless your Uncle Sam- 
ue) has overlooked an old formula 
that once prevailed out West. We 
recall that we were taught it in 
San Francisco in infancy. You take 
a seidel of straight rum and add to 
it what we used to call gum, or 
syrup. Stir the gum up in the rum, 
and lift the potion to your lips with 
your right hand, holding firmly to 
your hat with your left. Drink 
quickly, then take a chaser of pure 
milk. ; ° 

Old time bartenders ere apt to 
recognize the recipe. They always 
reached for the telephone when a 
customer inhaled one of these 
drams, and made ready to call the 
emergency hospital. 


We are not recommending the 
drink, understand. All we say is 
that two or three of them will make 
you go right down to the chief of 
police’s office and kick on his door. 


We have an idea that your Uncle 
Samuel’s formal entry into the rum 
business is going to raise quite a 
beef in some quarters. His competi- 
tors are likely to object. If we 
were in the rum business, we would 
probably object, too. We would be 
afraid that if your Uncle Samuel 
found trade a little lax, he might 
recall a business trick of the lads 
back in the prohibition era, and 
start sending J. Edgar Hoover, or 
the U. S. marines, around among 
the dealers, saying: 


“You boys put in my line of rum, 
and push it, or else.” | 

Your Uncle Samuel was some- 
what informally and unofficially in 
the liquor business in that era, as 
you may remember, though he did 
not specialize in rum. He was a 
sort of silent partner. He took his 
in income taxes off the booties who 
were honest enough to make re- 
turns on their traffic. 

It is said there were quite-a num- 
ber of these. When your Uncle 
Samuel caught up with a bootie 
who was trying to do him out of his 
bit, he put the bootie right in the 
hoozgow. The booties learned that 
it paid to be fair and square with 
your Uncle Samuel.

“Camping is a normal experience 
every child ought to have as part of 
its education,” said Dr. Dimock in 
an interview. A deliberate speaker, 
looking with clear out-doorsy eyes 
from a finely chiseled intellectual 
face, he lapsed easily from high- 
brow to rough-and-ready camp 
terminology, as he took up, first 
the long view, then the immediate 
problems of the camping movement. 
“A reason for the vast expansion 
of camping under educational 
auspices as well as the careless tak- 
ing to the road in rs, lies right 
in our social order,” he went on 
thoughtfully. “Pressure of city life, 
tensions, routine, fast tempo, drive 
people out into the woods and open 
spaces to relax, to recreate their 
energies. The applications of tech- 
nology leaving more spare time on 
our hands emphasizes the need for 
education for’ leisure. Camping as 
a response to that need, comes along 
as a natural.“ Camping, properly 
directed, is the inevitable answer. 
“The present adult generation 
finds itself unprepared for the shift 
from long hours of continuous labor 
to potential leisure. Released. on a 
holiday, workingmen largely find 
themselves passive, sitting-down 
spectators at professional sports 
events. Generally people have not 
been trained for leisure. In the 
transition we are faced with a 
crisis. The camp, with its wide va- 
riety of creative interests, training 
in the arts of leisure, crafts, nature 
study, physical development, is 
equipped to meet this crisis. Hands 
must be trained for something more 
than to rest on the wheel of a mo- 
tor car. 

“Another factor in favor of can 
and camp life,” he continued, i the 
threat of democracy. People haven't 
learned to live together. That is 
shown in the cave-man tactics of 
labor disputes. In the ideal camp, 
everybody is of equal worth. You 
receive just what you give. You 
learn from the first to live Sol- 
lectively.”

VIDENCES of the expansion of 
the camping movement on many 
fronts were gratifying to him.

waste three months of the year in 
idleness? They are learning all 
the time. Their minds are never 
idle, Why not put them in touch 
with constructive activities rather 
than leave them to mischievous 
ones? Camp education possesses 
advantages over formal education 
in this- respect. A school has a 
devil of a time if students don't 
make progress. Schools must keep 
to their schedules. Children must 
make their grades. 

“Camps concerned mainly with de- 
velopment of character, personal- 
ity, the sense of competence, offer 
freedom and choice in a wide range 
of activities. 

“But now,” said Dr. Dimock re- 
laxing from the philosophical atti- 
tude and becoming critical, “the 
next question is, what kind of 
camps are these to which parents 
are expected to entrust their chil- 
dren? There are many kinds of 
camps. Some are good, some we 
know are lousy. Not the most 
expensive invariably are the 
best. I have known free camps 
that were superior to the $300-a- 
season ones. High fees and numer- 
ous campers, the more the better, 
was looked upon by some enterpris- 
ing gentlemen as an easy way of 
getting rich quick. Many of them, 
happily, got a sock in the eye dur- 
ing the depression and have faded 
from the picture. ; 

“Others are still going strong. Sit- 
uated in remote inaccessible places, 
with no encouragement to, some- 
times rules against outside visitors, 
parents cannot be sure what sort of 
environment, what sort of care, 
what sort of training they are sub- 
jecting their children to. It has been 
a mushroom growth, this camping 
movement. It is America’s unique 
social invention and contribution

it was thought the proper method 
was to josh him out of his shyness, 
razz, tease, call him a sissy if he 
did not conform.
